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ANI-THE RARE TROPICAL BIRD 
W. LeRoy Wilcox 

While vacationing this winter in Florida, I made another 
trip over to Okeechobee in the Kissimmee region in company with 
Douglas Fisher, an ornithologist, and Walter Stickler, a noted 
photographer. I have made many birding trips with each of 
these men. Okeechobee Lake and the surrounding territory is 
noted for its bird life and is traveled each year by the 
Audubon Wildlife Tours. Herons, Ibis, Cranes, and Lempkins are 
found in great numbers. 

On each of my trips to this noted region, I have had the 
pleasure of meeting one of America’s outstanding ornitholo¬ 
gists, lecturer and author, Mr. Alexander Sprunt. His last 
book, just off the press, * ‘Birds of North Carolina*’ is out¬ 
standing. On this occasion, as we were about fifteen miles 
from Okeechobee City, I saw a station wagon filled with people 
leisurly driving along. As we passed, I recognized my good 
friend, Alex, so stopped and had a nice visit. 

That evening at the Southland Hotel, Alex told me of a 
rare tropical bird called the ‘‘Ani’* that was nesting for the 
first time in our country and he thought that I should see it 
and make a picture, if possible. As a bird lover, nothing is 
more exciting to me than the prospect of seeing a rare bird. 

The place was Clewiston, Florida, about fifty-two miles 
from Okeechobee City. Next morning, bright and early, we 
started for Clewiston, which meant a drive of 104 miles, but 
what is a hundred miles to a bird lover? I remember at one 
time driving 1300 miles to make a picture of Pileated Wood¬ 
peckers. On the way, we saw hundreds of White Ibis, Glossy 
Ibis, Snowy Egrets, Wood Ibis, Wards Heron, Little Blues, Green 
Heron, Bittern, Night Herons, Gallinules, Coots, Sora Rail, 
Solitary Sandpipers, Sandpipers, Turkeys, and Black Buzzards, 
as well as Carcara Hawks, Laughing Gulls, Ringbill Gulls, 
Herring Gulls, Brown Pelicans, Sand Hill Cranes, Water Turkeys, 
Comorants, and Lempkins. On this trip we identified 67 birds. 

We had been instructed to call upon Mr. Merritt at 708 
Palm Ave. at Clewiston. We found Mrs. Merritt at home and she 
very kindly gave us directions, insisting that we come back if 
we didn’t find them. She said she would give us other loca¬ 
tions where she had seen the Ani birds. In fact, she said 
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there were about a dozen birds in the flock and that they 
seemed to be very tame. She described the Ani bird to be about 
the size of a Boat Tail Crackle, having a dull back with a head 
like a parrot and a tail like a Cuckoo. She said they sat up 
straight and that their tails hung straight down. They seemed 
to fly slowly and laboriously. She advised that they could be 
easily identified from a Grackle by their manner of flight. 

We were told also to go along a row of Date Palm trees, 
since the birds feed on palm nuts and on sugar cane. We drove 
a mile along the sugar cane fields and past the Date Palms, 

but no Ani birds. After an hour of careful search, we went 

back for more instructions and were directed out another road 
along a canal. This trip also proved fruitless. It was noon, 
so we took time out for lunch before going back to see Mrs. 
Merritt. During our absence, she had heard the Anis in the 
neighborhood. It was clouding up fast and beginning to 
sprinkle and we feared we were out of luck again after three 
hours of searching. 

This time, Mrs. Merritt very kindly went agong with us. 
Within a block of her home she saw two Ani fly into a palm 

tree. I grabbed my movie camera and started for the tree. I 

took pictures at 100 feet and then started to close in. Final¬ 
ly, I got to within 30 feet before they took flight. While I 
was taking the picture, several more birds came flying by. It 
was real lytoo dark to take a picture, but I sure was going to 
try after so much work. I opened my camera wide and took eight 
frames per second. To date, the film has not been developed, 
but I really don’t expect much. 

Roger Tory Peterson’s A Field Guide to the Birds puts the 
Ani in the Cuckoo Classification. I can see no similarity 
whatsoever. This bird has a Parrot like bill and head. How¬ 
ever, while the tail is long like a Cuckoo, it is held straight 
down like a Parrot's. 

I have always found throughout the country that people who 
love birds are willing to help others. We owe our success 
entirely to Mrs. Merritt. She also told us where we could see 
Lempkins. They are very difficult to see unless one is out on 
the lake in a boat. She directed us, while looking for the 
Ani, to go by some reeds. In one minute up flew four Lempkins. 

So ended another eventful birding trip at Okeechobee 

Lake.

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General Notes 

WHOOPING CRANE NOTES. - Whenever the Whooping Crane (Grus 
ame ricana) appears in Nebraska, it makes news, for state and 
federal game authorities make an effort to keep check and 
advise the public not to molest or destroy this species which 
is so few in number as to border on extinction. 

On May 4, 1950 Deputy Conservation Officer, H. B. Guyer, 
discovered a lone crane near the Platte River at Overton, 
Nebraska. On May 20, 1950 he followed a report from Bertrand, 
Nebraska and found one lone Whooping Crane and proceeded to 
watch it for several days. For about a month it could be 
found in one of the three shallow ponds in that area. The 
last time it was observed by Mr. Guyer was June 18 although he 
made several tours to the Bertrand area to search for it. 

Again on July 16, 17, and 18 one lone crane was observed 
by different people at Bridgeport, Nebraska and positively 
identified by Edward M. Cassell, Conservation Officer at that 
place on the 18. It appeared to be feeding on grasshoppers 
from a hailed-out alfalfa field and frogs from a nearby pond. 
He continued his observation for five days and found it 
feeding in the fields and roosting in the river. Since this 
time no more reports have been noted about this lone unusual 
guest. 

Robert P. Allen, who is now at Tavernier, Florida asks 
us to watch for fall migrants. According to past reports 
they may be expected in Nebraska through October with the 
greatest numbers between October 10 and 25.- Mrs. Archie D. 
Middleton, Brady, Nebraska . 

NOTES FROM KEITH COUNTY.- During the past year several records 
were obtained which will add more information on the distri¬ 
bution of birds in Nebraska: 

A pair of Ferruginous Rough-legged Hawks (Buteo regalis) 
bred northwest of Brule. The nest was on the side of a steep 
bank in a pasture. 

In a marsh in the southwestern part of Keith County two 
pairs of Virginia Rails ( Rallus limicola) bred. These birds 
were seen with their young on July 4, 1950. One pair had 
seven young and the other, eight. 

On April 28, 1950 sixteen Avocets (Recurv iro s tr a aineri- 
cana) were seen in a marsh southwest of Brule. 

The Willow Thrush (Hyclocichla fuscescens saliciola) 
which is considered to be an uncommon migrant was very common 
in the spring of 1950. 

The peak of the Mountain Blue Bird ( Sialia currucoides) 
migration went through Brule on March 27, 1950. 
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The Rose-breasted Grosbeak (Hedymeles ludovicianus) which 
is rapidly spreading westward was identified by me this spring 
( 1950). 

The Western Grasshopper Sparrow (Ammodr anus savannarum 
perpallidus) bred in Keith County this year. On June 16, 1950 
Mrs. Elmer G. Cole discovered a nest containing five eggs. On 
June 18, 1950 there were four young in the nest. This bird has 
always been considered an uncommon breeder in Nebraska. - 
Harold R. Benckeser, Brule, Nebraska. 

FALL WHOOPING CRANE NOTES. - Mrs. Harold Carus, Kearney reported 
to me that she saw a single Whooping Crane ( Grus americana) on 
October 20, 1950, 12 miles south and 7 miles west of Kearney in 
Phelps County. 

In The Courier, a newspaper published at Minden, Nebraska, 
in the issue for October 19, 1950 there is a report that Dr. 
Hodson Abbott saw one Whooping Crane south of Minden on October 
14, 1950. - Blanche M. Jones (Mrs. A. H.), Hastings, Nebraska. 

EVENING GROSBEAKS IN HARLAN COUNTY .- On December 3, 1950 a male 
Evening Grosbeak (Hesperiphona v. vespertina) appeared at my 
bird bath at Orleans, Harlan County. He also appeared on 
December 4. On December 7 five females appeared and then on 
December 9 the lone male. All six then came regularly until 
December 21. Since then I have seen two females on Dec¬ 
ember 23. 

Haecker, Moser, and Swenk in the Check-list of the Birds 
of Nebraska, p. 35 state that the Evening Grosbeak is: *‘An 
irregular and rare fall to spring visitant over the eastern 
part of the state.’

AN INTRODUCTION TO BIRDS. By John Kieran. Garden City 
Publishing Co., Inc. Garden City, 1950: 77 pp. $2.00 

This is a book for beginners. It is not a field guide, but rather a 
book which will help the beginner learn something about the common birds of 
North America. One hundred birds are discussed and illustrated with color 
paintings by Don Eckelberry. If you know some boy or girl who is becoming 
interested in birds, this book would make a nice gift.

BIRDS. By Herbert S. Zim and Ira N. Gabrielson. Simon 
and Schuster. New York, 1949: 157 pp. $1.00. 

The subtitle of this book, ‘‘Guide to the Most Familar American 
Birds*’, is an excellent description. The authors claim that over 250 
species may be identified with the aid of their book. One hundred and 
twelve species are illustrated in color by James Gorden Irving. A valuable 
feature of this book is the series of color maps showing the migration 
routes and breeding ranges of many of these birds. - W.F.R. 
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ROBIN REDBREAST. By David Lack. Oxford University Press. 

London, 1950: xi and 224 pp. 

This book, by one of England’s outstanding ornithologists, is an 
interesting contribution to ornithological literature. It is a miscellany 
dealing with the robin in English life; i. e. with the bird’s unnatural 
history, not natural history. There are discussions of such familiar 
stories as ‘‘Who Killed Cock Robin?’’ and many others. There are seven 
illustrations in color, chiefly from nineteenth century works. - W.F.R. 

FAMILIAR BIRDS OF THE PACIFIC SOUTHWEST. By Florence Van 
Vechten Dickey. Standford University Press. Standford, 

California, 1948: xx and 241 pp. $3.75 

This book is written primarily for bird students living in Arizona, 
New Mexico, and Southern California. It is intended mainly as a field guide 
and for the area for which it is designed it is adequate. There are one 
hundred and two color plates, many from photographs. Unfortunately many of 
the color plates are poorly reproduced. However, if you are planning to 
visit the Pacific Southwest, this is a handy book to have. - W.F.R. 
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Birds of Chadron State Park 
Doris Gates 

Chadron State Park is located in the northwestern corner of 
Nebraska ten miles south of the city of Chadron. The terrain varies 
from low flat or rolling plains to bluffs, the tops of which are on 
a level with the table land south of the Park. The highest altitude 
is about 3,000 feet above sea level. Annual rainfall is about 
16 inches. 

The Park is located in a belt of pine covered bluffs, which 
extend across the corner of the state from South Dakota on the north 
into Wyoming on the west. The bluffs are capped by a soft rock 
knownas Brule clay. Vegetation includes mixed grass and ever¬ 
greens, consisting mostly of western yellow pines and a few cedars. 
Along Chadron Creek, which flows through the east edge of the Park, 
are deciduous trees including cottonwoods, elms, ashes, boxelders, 
willows and others. There are numerous patches of low shrubs, 
including buckbrush (red berried), skunkbrush, chokecherries, and 
plums. Grape, bittersweet, five-leafed ivy, and poison ivy are 
common. 

Near the headquarters of the Park are a number of buildings and 
picnic tables, which are visited by several hundred people on 
favorable Sundays and holidays. There are two ponds, one for 
swimming and one for boating. The latter contains small bass and 
bluegills. In the area near the headquarters are a number of cabins 
available to tourists, and barns where riding horses and cows are 
kept. 

I stayed in the Park most of two summers (1948 and 1950) and 
visited for a short time during two other summers (1946 and 1949). 
Bird lists were taken each time over the whole area from the edge of 
the city of Chadron to approximately a mile south of the edge of the 
table. 

The most conspicuous bird in Chadron State Park is the Red-eyed 
Vireo. It sings throughout the day everywhere on the lowlands. 
Redstarts are quite conspicuous around the pond areas and near the 
creek. Chipping Sparrows, Lark Sparrows and Pine Siskins can be 
seen almost anywhere in the Park area. In the evenings Nighthawks 
fill the air, and they fly so close to the water that visitors have 
been afraid to ride in boats. Chats are not plentiful, but there 
are enough that a hiker along the lowlands is hardly ever out of the 
sound of their songs. One or two Kingfishers can nearly always be 
seen or heard clattering in the vicinity of water. Ovenbirds can be 
heard almost anytime usually back in the hills. Western Wood Pewees 
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are common in late summer and seem quite unafraid of people, often 
flying so close while catching insects that clapping of their bills 
is clearly audible. Towhees inhabit every little clump of shrubs. 
Grackles, Robins, and Eastern Kingbirds are numerous. 

The fact that certain bird species nested in and around Chadron 
State Park was determined by finding the nests and by seeing young 
birds. Nests were as follows: Red-tailed Hawk--two nests in pines; 
Prairie Falcon--two, on narrow ledges of the west side of buttes; 
Western Mourning Dove--a number were seen on the ground and an equal 
number in trees; Red-headed Woodpecker--two, in the hollows of -an 
ash and pine; Downy Woodpecker--in the hollow of an ash; Say’s 
Phoebe--over the door of a privy (those who attended the N.O.U. 
meeting at Chadron in the spring of 1950 may remember seeing the 
beginning of a nest over the door of a meeting house); Violet-green 
Swallow--in a diagbnal cleft in a butte; Western House Wren--in a 
wren house in the superintendant’s yard, another on a ledge in the 
shelter house; Brown Thrasher—in a grapevine (newly hatched young 
had disappeared by the second day); Robin--on a log at the corner of 
the cabin; Mountain Bluebird--in a hollow pine stump about five feet 
tall; Bronzed Grackle;-several in both deciduous and evergreen 
trees; Rocky Mountain Grosbeak (Black-headed)—two, both in deciduous 
trees; Lark Sparrow--two, one at the base of a small pine, and one 
under a piece of bark that slipped from the brace-post of a fence; 
Chipping Sparr<rw--at the tip of a side branch of blue spruce. 

Following is a list of young birds observed in the Chadron 
State Park area: Red-tailed Hawk, Golden Eagle, Prairie Falcon, 
Western Mourning Dove, Horned Owl, Red-shafted Flicker, American 
Magpie, Eastern Crow, Common Rock Wren, Brown Thrasher, Robin, 
Mountain Bluebird, Cedar Waxwing, Bronzed Grackle, and Chipping 
Sparrow. 

Among the interesting things I saw this summer was a family of 
Common Rock Wrens. I counted six in all, and they allowed my 
approach to within a few feet. They continually scolded and 
chattered and kept looking for food. Finally I came too close and 
the whole group flew away. I found an excavation under a rock where 
tracks and droppings indicated their having been there. Another day 
I watched a Bronzed Grackle walk back and forth across a shallow 
place where water came tumbling over rocks. It seemed to be watch¬ 
ing for something to come down stream. Later I saw a Grackle with a 
small fish in its mouth. The Cedar Waxwings flew over the boating 
pond using two different dead twigs as perching, places. They darted 
over the water very much like flycatchers. The young Horned Owls 
began their cat-like calls about dusk and seemingly kept it up all 
night. Even in the early morning hours I was sometimes wakened by 
their crying from trees just above my cabin. 

Following is a list of birds observed one or more times during 
the four years. My father, Mr. L. M. Gates, helped in the identifi¬ 
cation of some of these birds. The birds are given in the order 
they occur on the Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union Cooperative Bird 
Migration and Occurrence Report Form.

HAWKS AND OWLS 



IMMATURE BROAD-WINGED HAWK 
A member of the genus Buteo, the 
Broad-Winged Hawk is decidely ben¬ 
eficial. Feeding largely on in¬ 
sects, mice and other rodents, 
lizards, small snakes, frogs and 
toads, it rarely molests birds of 
any kind. An uncommon resident 
and breeder in eastern Nebraska, 
it is rarely seen in the western 
1 art of the state. 


WESTERN BURROWING OWL 
A sketch of this interesting and 
beneficial bird by George Miksch 
Sutton illustrates covers of THE 
NEBRASKA BIRD REVIEW. In the 
Haecker-Moser-Swenk CHECK-LIST it 
is reported as a ‘‘common summer 
resident and breeder in the west¬ 
ern two-thirds of the state’’. 

Although some authorities list it 
as breeding in the western prai¬ 
ries east to Manitoba, Minnesota, 
and western Iowa, its occurrence 
in eastern Nebraska must be con¬ 
sidered uncommon. T. C. Stephens 
in ‘‘The Birds of Dakota County 
Nebraska*which appeared in Vol. 18, No. 3, May 1937 issue of 
THE AMERICAN MAIDLAND NATURALIST, reports it as an 1 'uncommon sum¬ 
mer resident’’. One specimen was collected in the County of 1889; 
two adults and four young were observed in 1916.

MARSH HAM NESTLINGS 
Closely related to the Harriers of 
Europe and Asia, the Marsh Hawk is 
the only representative of this 
group in North America. Unjustly 
persecuted by thoughtless “ sports¬ 
men* ’, the Marsh Hawk is more ben- 
eficial than harmful. Occasion¬ 
ally feeding upon dead or wounded 
game birds left by hunters, cir¬ 
cumstantial evidence has branded 
it as a hunter's ‘‘competitor’’. 
It is a common permanent resident 
throughout Nebraska. 



CAPTIVE IMMATURE RED-TAILED HAWK 
This is another beneficial member 
of the so-called predatory hawks. 
This particular bird was one of a 
family of four ‘‘captured’’ from 
an irate farmer who shot the par¬ 
ent ‘‘chicken hawks’’. Remains 
of rats and mice which were taken 
from the nest failed to convince 
the farmer of the hawk’s lack of 
interest in his chickens. The 
A.O.U. Check-List (1931) recogni¬ 
zes five races of Red-tails in 
North America. Four of these 
have been reported in Nebraska. 
The Eastern Red-tailed Hawk is 
reported as a common resident and breeder in the eastern half of 
the state. Krider's Hawk, Western Red-tailed Hawk and Harlan’s 
Hawk are uncommon to rare migrants. Breeding records of the last 
two have not been established in the state.

MENABONI’S BIRDS. By Athos and Sara Menaboni. Rinehart and 
Company, Inc. New York, 1950: xi and 132 pp. $10.00 

This is a collection of very excellent bird paintings. According to 
many authorities Athos Menaboni is one of the greatest painters of bird life. 
This work contains thirty-two plates in natural color and thirteen pages in 
black and white. The text, written by Sara Menaboni, is the story of their 
lives of living with birds. Unfortunately words cannot satisfactorily des¬ 
cribe this work; it must be seen to be fully appreciated. In all probability 
this book will go down in history as one of the great books. -W. F. R.

Wilson Tout 

The next big movement in the Nebraska Ornithologists' 
Union activity could well be the organization of county bird 
clubs. These county bird clubs would not take the place of the 
Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union, but would assist it in accom¬ 
plishing one of its chief objectives - the extension of bird 
study in this state. 

Every bird club organized should be county wide. The 
Bruner bird club of Lincoln and the Brooking bird club of 
Hastings were named for ornithologists. The North Platte 
bird club and the University Place bird club were named after 
cities. Then there are the Audubon bird clubs, Nature depart¬ 
ments of women’s clubs, and other groups which have enthuias- 
tic ornithologists in their memberships. 

Of course it doesn’t matter so much about the name, but 
the membership should be county wide and take in bird lovers 
from rural areas and the villages. Experience has shown that 
these folks are not less bird enthusiastic than folks who live 
in the cities and they do supply fine leadership in addition to 
extending hospitality, sponsoring field meets and furnishing 
summer picnic grounds. 

When the members of the North Platte bird club want to 
observe birds they go to the- country away from the city. Three 
past presidents of the North Platte bird club have lived at the 
experimental substation three miles south of the city and one 
past president lives on a farm south of Brady, 25 miles away. 
The bird club has held many fine summer gatherings at both of 
these places. 

Ever since The Nebraska Bird Review was started it has 
emphasized the county rather than the city in its notes about 
birds. *‘Notes on the Swainson’s Hawk in Jefferson County,’’ 
‘‘Song Sparrow Winters in Logan County’’ and ‘‘Whooping Crane 
in Buffalo County’’ were headings that were printed in one 
issue. In these days of the automobile the city folks go to the 
Country to see the birds. 

Each county bird club should be affiliated with the Ne¬ 
braska Ornithologists’ Union. It would not b‘e entitled to 
membership nor a subscription to The Nebraska Bird Review. 
Those would be secured by individual members. One of the 
officers of the county bird club would be a reporter for The 
Nebraska Bird Review and a report would appear in each issue 
of the review telling of the most important events in each 
club. These reports would help other clubs in planning their 

•This subject will be discussed at the Annual Meeting. 
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activities. The president of each county bird club would be a 
member of the executive committee of the Nebraska Ornitholo¬ 
gists’ Union by virtue of office. 

When a county bird club is organized, it would apply to 
the president of the Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union for a 
Charter. The application would include such information as the 
president of the Union should require. A county club should be 
composed of adults only; should be open to all bird lovers in 
the county, and a charge of $2.00 should be made to pay the 
club affiliation costs. No charge should be made after the 
first year. 

The president of the Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union or 
some N.O.U. member selected by the president, should visit each 
county club once a year as the guest of the club. No expense 
should be charged to the club for this visit, but it would be 
expected to arrange for entertainment for the visitor. 

The fiscal year for all county clubs should be the same as 
that of the state organization. The terms of all of the 
officers of county clubs should start at the same time as the 
terms of the state officers start.

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General Notes 

A FLOCK OF EVENING GROSBEAKS AT STAPLETON.- On October 11, 
mO a fl ock of ten Evening Grosbeaks (Hesperiphona v. vesper- 
tina), consisting of both adults and immatures, was discovered 
at the bird bath in our back yard. Three individuals were 
plainly adult males. These Grosbeaks were seen at various 
times through the three weeks following the first observation. 
They fed freely on the fruits of Russian Olives in our garden. 
When the berries were gone, the Grosbeaks left. 

Our records account for only four previous observations of 
the Evening Grosbeak as follows: One female visited our yard 
on October 31, 1938 and one male on November 8 of the same 
year; one (sex not recorded) was observed at the Dr. E. F. Carr 
residence, where it was feeding upon Russian Olive berries, 
December 6, 1947, and one female visited our bird bath on 
September 20, 1948.-* Mr. and Mrs. Earl W. Glandon, Stapleton, 
N ebraska. 

GOLDEN EAGLES SEEN IN GAGE COUNTY.- As I was driving between 
Blue Springs and Beatrice on November 28, 1950 I saw four 
immense black birds fly across the road, so I stopped the car 
for a better examination of them. Two were so interested in 
getting a rabbit off the road that they perched on the fence 
post, where I got a fine look asto size and the golden heads.As 
the last two flew away I saw the large white mark on its wings. 
I’m sure that they were Golden Eagles (Aquila chrysaetos cana¬ 
densis) and that the last two were immature ones.- Florence 
Patton, Blue Springs, Nebraska. 

LEWIS’S WOODPECKER IN SIOUX COUNTY.- While living in Denver, 
Colorado duringthe winter of1936-37 I made the acquaintance 
of Lewis’s Woodpecker (Asynde sinus lewis). Since then I have 
seen this species twice in Nebraska, both times in Sioux 
county. Jim Kimball and I saw one individual near the Ollie 
Seaman ranch in northwestern Sioux county near the Wyoming 
line on September 7, 1943. On December 10, 1950 I saw another 
near the Charles Kuhnel place in northeastern Sioux county.- 
Levi L. Mohler, Lincoln, Nebraska. 

AMERICAN GOLDEN-EYE AT HOAGLAND.- On the afternoon of February 
25, accompanied by Merle Moore, I visited the junction of the 
South Loup and North Fork at Hoagland. Many hundreds of 
Mallards were observed. A few Pintails and four pairs of 
American Mergansers were among the Mallards. Three American 
Golden-eyes (Glaucionetta clangula aw ericana) were also noted. 
The Golden-eye is a new species on the Logan county list.- 
Earl W. Glandon, Stapleton, Nebraska. 
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NOTES FROM NORTH PLATTE.- I caught a Bewick’s Wren (Thryomanes 
b. bewicki) in my trap January 22 and banded it. I saw it in 
my yard in December and again January 3 and 4. It is a rare 
bird with us in the winter. 

Several Olive-backed Thushes (Hylocichla ustulata swain- 
soni) spent a week or more in my yard in September feeding on 
the berries of Buckthorn. None of the summer birds had dis¬ 
turbed these berries, but the Olive-backed Thrushes, coming 
from the north may not have known that the scientific name 
for the Buckthorn is Rhannus cathar tica. 

I saw a Great Blue Heron (Ardea h. herodias) along the 
North Platte river east of the city, February 27. This is an 
early date for these birds to return. Wilson Tout, Box 678, 
North Platte, Nebraska. 

REARING OF A SPARROW HAWK. About the last of June 1950 I 
picked up a baby Sparrow Hawk (Falco s. sparverius) which we 
kept for about a month, feeding her mostly on liver, grass¬ 
hoppers, and English Sparrows. She made a wonderful pet and 
we became very fond of her. However, since we gave her quite 
a bit of freedom, she eventually left. I would guess she was 
about 10 weeks old when the accompanying photograph was taken.

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Wilson Tout, 1876-1951

* 1 1just happened that I spent a part of Sunday afternoon on 
the Union Pacific property east of the city....’’ As he wrote it in 
his weekly column in the Lincoln^ounty Tribune many people knew 
Wilson Tout. Almost every week, at least once, he spent some time 
quietly walking over some well known wooded area or prairie watching 
for birds which he carefully reported as to kinds, nests, and 
activities. The results of these trips and information gathered 
from reliable observers were accumulated and published in Lincoln 
County Birds, 1947. It begins: *‘I arrived in Lincoln county June 
1, 1907.... I recorded two birds the first day I was here and have 
been making records continuously ever since.*’ And thus he had 
until the'day of his illness which ended in death four days later, 
June 18, 1951. 

His notes have been published m The Nebraska Bird Review 
rather regularly throughout his life time in Lincoln county. lie has 
attended a majority of the Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union meetings, 
and many times has read papers or in other ways has taken active 
part in the business of the NOU. At one time he was president 
(1906-1907). He was the only charter member to remain active in 
recent years. 

Mr. Tout was the personification of orderliness. His study was 
incredible ! There were shelves and shelves of books pertaining 
largely to topics of natural science. His periodicals were neatly 
arranged in order and most volumes were enclosed in folded card¬ 
board. Boxes from typewriting paper were neatly arranged and 
labeled as to contents. There were 19 jars, all the same size, 
arranged on the top shelf of his study each containing certain 
sized nails, screws and other related articles. If anyone asked him 
for any item which he had, he could get it in a matter of moments. 

Mr. Tout was thorough as a student, helpful and friendly. His 
manner was gentle. He was willing to offer advice and suggestions 
but never with sarcasm or harsh criticism. There was no place for 
boastfulness in his nature; he sought no personal recognition. He 
was most deliberate, his answer coming often some moments after a 
question was put to him. His sparkling eyes, typically wrinkled 
forehead and easy chuckle denoted a sensitive wit. Often happenings 
brought to his mind something in his own experiences or he had an 
appropriate story to tell. In recent weeks he loved to tell how he 
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finally found a concrete answ :r to 4 'What good is bird watching?' 4 
While watching for birds in his backyard recently he discovered a 
fire on a neighbor's roof and turned in the alarm. 

Wilson Tout was born May 18, 1876 in Sutton, Nebraska. He 
attended the schools of York and the University of Nebraska where he 
became well acquainted with Lawrence Bruner, an outstanding ornith¬ 
ologist. 

From the University, he went into teaching, a profession in 
which he remained until 1920. Most of this time he was Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools in North Platte. One of his teachers recently 
commented on his friendly interest in her methods of teaching. The 
Nebraska Council of Parents and Teachers honored him with a life 
membership because of his contributions to education. During the 
past year he was asked a number of times to talk to children about 
birds and he liked to inform them that 4 ‘Birds Eat Bugs.'’ 

In 1920 he purchased the Lincoln County Tribune of which he 
became Editor. His son, Harrison, and daughter, Rebecca, helped 
with the publishing and managing of the paper. Through this medium 
Mr. Tout made many, many friends. 

The Hearthstone Sunday School Class of the Methodist Church in 
North Platte had Mr. Tout as its teacher for many years. The minis¬ 
ter commented that his class had received a fine introduction to 
theology. He prepared his lessons with the care of details which 
characterized him. 

Other organizations with which Mr. Tout was affiliated were the 
National Educational Association, the Nebraska Press Association, 
the American Society of Mammalogists, the American Ornithologists’ 
Union, the Lincoln County Historical Society, AF&SM, Scottish Rite, 
and he was the first one accepted into membership of the North 
Platte Rotary Club. 

Mr. Tout, with Mrs. Tout, started the North Platte Bird Club in 
April, 1934. It has met quite regularly since that time usually 
having a > ember ship between 20 and 25. Other bird clubs in other 
towns and cities have been patterened after it. The group is very 
informal and usually follows the dictates of the time and season. 

Bird banding which Mrs. Tout began some years ago rather became 
a family project; and since her death in 1942, Mr. Tout has con¬ 
tinued the work. Together they have banded many hundred of birds. 

Mr. Tout spent many contented hours sitting in an old rusty 
garden chair by the back steps of his house, watching birds and 
making notations about them. Other hours he spent improving his 
yard. Areas between flowering plants and vegetables were as clean 
of weeds as if they had been swept. A dandelion dared not rear its 
head in his bluegrass lawn. Crocuses carefully tended indoors first 
bloomed early in the shade along the west side of the house. Always 
hyacinths and other bulbous flowers bloomed in various pots in the 
house. 
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Thus Wilson Tout lived among us--good, sincere, studious, 
orderly, friendly, and with a nice sense of humor. We were fortun¬ 
ate, indeed, to have had so great a man as one of us. We will miss 
him, hut the essence of his wonderful nature will be ever with us.

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The Clapper Rail In Nebraska 

William F. Rapp, Jr. and Janet L. C. Rapp 

The first Northern Clapper Rail (Rallus longirostris 
crepitans Gmelin) to be taken west of Virginia was caught 12 
miles east of Stapleton, Logan County, Nebraska, on January 30, 
1951. The bird was captured in a swampy area in a trap which 
had been set for mink. The trapper, Mr. Alma Brown, not rec¬ 
ognizing the bird, turned it over to Mr. Earl W. Glandon of 
Stapleton. Mr. Glandon thought the bird was possibly a Clapper 
Rail, but could not believe that such a bird had been found in 
Nebraska. In turn he sent the bird to the authors for identi¬ 
fication. They felt that it was a Clapper Rail, but since they 
did not possess a series of skins of the various races of 
rails, they sent the specimen to Dr. Josselyn Van Tyne, Curator 
of Birds, Museum of Zoology, University of Michigan, Ann 
Arbor, Michigan. Dr. Van Tyne, after comparing the Nebraska 
specimen with the Clapper Rails in the museum, decided that the 
specimen was a typical Northern Clapper Rail. This is the 
westernmost record for the Northern Clapper Rail. 

According to Ridgway (1941) the range of this species is 
as follows:‘‘Breeds in salt marshes of the Atlantic coast from 
Connecticut; New York; and New Jersey south to Virginia; North 
Carolina; and South Carolina. 

‘‘Winters from southern part of its breeding range, chief¬ 
ly south of New Jersey, occasionally as far north as southern 
Connecticut and southern Massachusetts; New York, and south to 
Georgia and to Florida.

‘‘Accidental in Bahama Islands.’’ 

Whitmore Stone (1937) states:‘‘The most characteristic bird of 
the great salt meadows which line the New Jersey coast for a width 
of from one to five miles, is the Clapper Rail - the ‘Mud Hen’ of 
the local gunners, and yet so secretive is it, and so completely 
does the growth of rank grass and reeds among which it lives conceal 
its activities,' that we know comparatively little of its life 
history, and all that we ordinarily see of it is a glimpse of a 
rather large grayish brown bird rising above the grass tops for a 
moment in rather labored flight and dropping out of sight again a 
few yards beyond-.. 

‘‘At the time of Alexander Wilson’s visits to the New Jersey 
meadows, at the beginning of the last century, the Mud Hen was 
considered to outnumber all the other-marsh birds put together,- but 
in recent years its numbers have been sadly depleted...’’ 

Chapman (1937) gives a description of the adult as follows: 

‘‘llpperparts very pale greenish olive, the feathers widely margined 
with gray; wings and tail grayish brown; wing-coverts pale cinnamon 
much washed with gray; throat white; neck and breast pale, between 
ochraceous and cream-buff, more or less washed with grayish; belly 
and sides gray or brownish gray, barred with white.’’ 

Forbush (1928) describes the economic status of the Clapper 
Rail as follows: ‘‘This bird is of no economic importance in New 
England, but in the southern states was formerly so abundant that 
its eggs were gathered in large numbers for food. According to 
Prof. W. W. Cooke, about 10,000 Clapper Rails were killed in two 
days in 1896 near Atlantic City, New Jersey. (U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, Bull. 128.) In the Game Survey of Virginia for the 
hunting season of 1922-23 it is estimated that 25,000, valued at 
$7,500, were killed that year in that state. (Commonwealth of 
Virginia. Department of Inland Fisheries and Game. Game Survey, 
season ending Feb. 1, 1923, p. 6.)’’

NEST AND EGGS OF TOE GREATER PRARIE CHICKEN 
Often known locally as Prairie Chicken, Prairie Hen, 
Pinnated Grouse and Yellow Legs, the Greater Prairie 
Chicken is a bird of the prairies that was once abun¬ 
dant in eastern Nebraska. Agricultural encroachment 
upon its grassland habitat has now reduced its range 
to the central, northcentral and southwestern por¬ 
tions of the state where it is a permanent resident. 
Breeding is now chiefly in the sandhills area. This 
nest was found in a sweet clover field not over fifty 
feet from a Marsh Hawk's nest!

Minutes Of The Nebraska Ornithologists’ Union 

The fiftieth annual meeting of the Nebraska Ornithologists' Union was 
held May 11 and 12, 1951 at Hotel Pawnee, North Platte, Nebraska. The North 
Platte Bird Club was the host organization. Registration began at 8:30 A.M. 
in the hotel lobby. 

President Adrian Fox opened the meeting at 9: 30 and announced the 
appointment of the following committees: Nominating, Mr. Earl Glandon, Mrs. 
A. M. Brooking and Mr. L. 0. Horsky; Auditing, Mr. Wilson Tout, Mr. W. E. 
Eigsti, and Mrs. A. H. Jones; Resolutions, Mr. Dana Anderson, Mrs. R. A. 
Goodall, and Mrs. A. M. Jones. 

The president of the host organization, Miss Doris Gates, gave a warm 
welcome to the guests. 

The first paper was given by Mr. G1en Veihmeyer, Horticulturist, North 
Platte Substation, University of Nebraska, on 1 ‘Field Marks of Hawks.’’ He 
told of the silhouette, mannerism, and color of the different species of 
hawks and the habitat where they might be found. 

Mrs. F. J. Patton, Blue Springs, Nebraska, told of her trip to the 
64,000 acre Bear River Refuge, located 75 miles north and 15 miles west of 
Salt Lake City, Utah. The list of recorded birds found there numbers 200. 
Sixty different species nest there. 

Mr. W. E. Eigsti, Curator of the House of Yesterday, Hastings, Nebraska, 
talked on * ‘ Feather and Wing Construction.’’ He showed a model of a feather 
enlarged 1,000 times and also a model of a wing three times enlarged, show¬ 
ing muscle arrangement and the anchorage of feathers in the wing. He ex¬ 
hibited the wings of a number of different species of birds. 

‘‘The Experimental Modification of the Breeding Cycle of the Yellow- 
headed Blackbird’’ was the subject of a paper by Harry M. Smith, Ornitholo¬ 
gist, Department of Zoology, University of Wyoming. This study was the 
result of two years field work and showed that eggs could be transferred 
from one nest to another and would be accepted by birds of similar require¬ 
ments. 

Miss Mary Louise Hanson, Technical Assistant, University of Nebraska 
Museum, gave a brief biography of John James Audubon and spoke of the Nation¬ 
al Audubon Society Centennial. 
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Mourning Dove hunting was discussed pro and con by Mr. Lee Jensen of the 
Nebraska, Game, Forestation and Park Commission, and by Mrs. A. H. Jones of 
Hastings. A general discussion followed and the meeting then adjourned for 
the noon hour. 

Mrs. Archie Middleton of Brady, Nebraska, opened the afternoon's program 
with a most interesting paper on ‘‘Birds’ Nests.’’ Construction of nests 
about her home was described. She told of the struggle of the birds in 
raising their young, mentioning the bull snake as an enemy. 

The need of revision of the N.O.U. check kist was discussed by Miss 
Doris Gates of North Platte. 

Dr. Baldwin, Department of Zoology, Colorado A. & M. College, told of 
his six years observation of Honey Creepers in the Hawaiian Islands. The 
pictures showed the development of different kinds of bills and many colors 
of plumage, Slides of the plant life in the Islands were shown also. 

*’Winter Species Association Groups Among Birds’’ was the topic of Mr. 
R. G. Beidleman, also of Colorado A. & M. College. The observations pre¬ 
sented were the result of 87 field trips and a chart was shown of the kinds 
of birds found in the same group. 

Mr. Wilson Tout of North Platte led in a panel discussion, ‘‘The State 
of the Union,’’ speaking of the objectives of the N.O.U. and suggesting means 


of enlarging and improving the organization. 

The annual business meeting followed immediately. The minutes of the 
forty-ninth annual meeting having been printed in Vol. 18, 1950, of The 

Nebraska Bird Review, stood approved as published. Report of the Treasurer 
was given as follows:

Obituaries 

CHARLES K. HART, who was elected a member in 1921, died at Clay

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General Notes 

NOTES FROM NORTH PLATTE, LINCOLN COUNTY .- A Red-shafted Flicker 
(Colaptes cafer collaris) found an ant’s nest in January in my yard 
under a clump of succulents known as '*hen-and-chicken.’' It dug a 
hole three inches deep betweer. the plants and during the day it must 
have spent hours digging there. 

General Miltonberger told me that there were two Bald Eagles 
(Haliaeetus leucocephakus alascanus) about his cabin at Lake Maloney 
during most of December so I had a chance to make a trip out there 
Christmas day and there they were. Much of the lake was frozen over 
and the eagles were on the ice where General Miltonberger said they 
spent most of their time. He thinks thay probably feed on dead fish 
of which there are always quite a number about the lake. 

An unusual number of Eastern Robins (Turdus m. migrator ious) 
have spent the winter in and near North Platte this year. Just 
north of the North Platte river north of the city is a fine growth 
of Russian olive trees that have come up in the lowland and I saw at 
least 50 Eastern Robins feeding on the olives, several times in 
January.- Wilson Tout, Box 678, North Platte, Nebraska 

EASTERN BLUEBIRDS NESTING IN WEBSTER COUNTY .- Although the Eastern 
Bluebird (Sialia s. sialis) is a common migrant through this area, 
there have been no nesting records until the summer of 1950 when a 
pair nested in a Wren house in my backyard. At first the male could 
not enter the house because of the small 
hole, but I enlarged the hole and soon 
the male found that he could enter. At 
first only the male was present, but 
about June 10 both the male and female 
were present and started building a nest, 

A Mockingbird (Minus polyglottos) tried 
to drive the Bluebird from the yard, but 
did not succeed. On July 2, the nest 
contained 5 eggs (see fig.). By July 16 
there were 4 young; one of the eggs did 
not hatch. The birds stayed around the 
yard until July 30 when both the young 
and adults left.-Harold Turner, Bladen ,

FALL NOTES FROM BRULE .- On October 18, 1950 while on a bird hike 
along the South Platte River I observed four small birds which I 
decided were Crossbills. Since I could not tell which species 
of Cross bills these were I returned to Brule and picked up Mr. 
Benckeser. Together we identified these birds as Red Crossbills 
(Loxia curvirostra). I have looked for these birds on many occa¬ 
sions since, but I have never seen them again. 
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On November 18, 1950 I saw a Long-crested Jay (Cyanocitta 
stelleri diademata). Since this time the bird has been reported 
around Brule on several occasions indicating that possibly he will 
winter in this area.- C. W. Huntley, Brule, Nebraska 

NOTES FROM PLA1NVIEW. - On October 15 we were near the Missouri 
River and saw an Osprey (Pandion haliaetus cafolinensis). The bird 
was flying low over a field and suddenly dived down and picked up a 
small onject. Since one often sees the statement that the Osprey is 
‘‘solely fisheating’’, I wrote to Roger Tory Peterson and in his 
reply he stated: ‘‘Although Ospreys have been known to eat or at 
least catch turtles and snakes, I have never heard of one taking a 
mouse. It is of course possible that an Osprey might, as King¬ 
fishers have been known to take mice.’’ 

Since October 31 we have seen Red Crossbills (Loxia curvi- 
rostra) almost daily in our yard. 

On November 18 we saw a Snowy Owl (Nyctea nyctea). This bird 
stayed around for several hours and we were able to observe it from 
a fairly close distance.- Luella Seabury, Plainview, Nebraska 

OLD-SQUAWS AND WOOD DUCK. - While watching waterfowl at Babcock 
Lake north of Columbus, Platte county, on October 18, 1946, in 

company with Bernard Schoenrock, our attention was drawn to a group 
of five birds by the unusual pattern which clearly distinguished 
these birds from the other ducks within view. We studied them for 
several minutes as they circled several times in good position for 
observation. Both sexes were represented in the group which was 
unmistakably identified as Old-squaws. (Clangula hyemalis). 

My first and only observation of a Wood Duck (Aix sponsa) iin 
the wild occurred in early September, 1947, when I flushed a drake 
from the Youngberg farm pond about five miles northwest of Lincoln. 
The bird flushed about twenty feet from me when I climbed up over 
the fill at the lower end of the pond. It circled again at rather 
close range as if relunctant to leave that location.- Levi L. Mohler,

WINTER NOTES FROM PLATTSMOUTH. - On February 18 Mr. Berlett reported 
ten Clark's Nutcrackers (Nucifraga columbiana) at his feeding 
station northwest of town. He says he has seen them each winter for 
the last three or four years in the timber near an old army camp. 

On February 20 I saw two Golden-crowned Kinglets (Regulus s. 
satrapa) and a single Mockingbird (Minus p. po ly glo t to s) . In two 
years' records of the latter there has never been more than one 
individual. 

A male Cardinal (Hichmondena c. cardinalis) used our garage for 
night shelter most of the winter. Since cardinals rise earlier than 
we do. he was always fluttering and scolding impatiently at the 
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window before the door was opened each morning. Neigher our late 
morning hours nor the late night driving of the car into the garage 
after he had gone to bed prevented his use of the garage. In mid¬ 
winter, when the'door was opened, he flew straight to the feeder. 
Now toward spring his first concern is to drive out other male 
cardinals, feeding in the yard during his absence.- Lorene Heineman,

BOOK REVIEWS 

BIRDS OF THE WEST. By Ernest Sheldon Booth. Stanford University 
Press. Standford, California, 1950: ix and 402 pp. $6.00 

This book will be of great interest to bird students who live in the 
extreme western part of Nebraska and those who plan to take a trip to the 
states west of Nebraska. The style of this book is quite different from the 
field guides written by Roger Tory Peterson in that this guide uses a system 
of keys. The key is a set of opposite statements in pairs. By means of 
elimination the user is led to the correct name. A description of each bird, 
the range for the entire year, notations on the nest and eggs, and a drawing 
accompany the keys. The reviewer has some doubts as to how readily a begin¬ 
ner can use the keys even though the author claims it can be done without 
help or guidance. There are many excellent color plates and black and white 
drawings which should help with the identification. The main objection to 
this book is the cost, $6.00 puts this book out of reach of many beginning 
bird students.-W. F.R.

Not only is the subject of attracting birds to the backyard 
discussed, but such specialized fields as attracting game birds and water- 
fowl. There is also a small but interesting chapter on starting public bird 
sanctuaries. This chapter should be of interest to local bird clubs and to 
garden clubs. The main complaint about this book is that it lacks an index.-
